Annual Retreat 


| | HE feast of the Immaculate Conception marked the close of the annual 
three day retreat at Clarke College, given by Reverend Alphonse M. 
Schwitalla, S. J., Dean of the Medical School of St. Louis University. 





The theme underlying the meditations was, “Master, lead on 
and I will follow Thee to the last gasp, in faith and loyalty.” Father 
Schwitalla explained how Christ leads the soul first through humility in the 
Incarnation, to poverty in the Nativity; to obedience and retirement in the 
Hidden Life at Nazarath; to zeal by the Public Life and finally through the 
Agony, the Scourging, Calvary, and the Risen Life to union with God through 
suffering and perfect love. 


He showed that it is the duty of every Catholic woman to be an influence 
for good in her environment, good example together with a spirit of respon- 
sibility, rather than preaching, being the most effective way to achieve results 
in the exercise of zeal for souls. The students were exhorted to come close to 
Christ and realizing that He is the most beautiful of the Sons of men to make 
of Him an intimate Friend.

All students of the College are members of the organization. Members 
of the faculty are honorary members having the privilege of discussion but 
not oi vote. The officers of the Student Co-operative Government are presi- 
dent. vice-president, critic, secretary, and treasurer, together with a chairman 
and a critic tor each hall. These officers acting under the supervision of the 
Dean form the Executive Board. .\ Faculty Committee. which includes the 
Dean and Faculty members who have been appointed class advisors, is the 
ultimate dictum on all matters of discipline. 


Meetings of the Executive Board are held resularly to discuss student 
problems and activities. During the current year the Executive Board has
